WHITELAW REID TELLS GIRLS OF 
VASSAR OF THEIR DUTY. 


Educated He Can Deo 
Much to Cheek" Present Tendency 
Toward Evil—Craze for Newspaper 
Publicity Is Denounced as One of 
the Things to Be Overcome—Mar- 
riage Too Serious an Obligation to 
Be Dissolved Hurriedly. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 8.—(Special.]— 
The alarming social conditions brought about 
by the numerous divorces in society and the 


of the college women were discussed by 
Whitelaw Reid in the annual address before 
the Phi Beta Kappa society of Vassar col- 
lege tonight. 

. ‘The address marked the opening of the com- 
mencement week exercises at the young 
women's college. In the course of his ad- 
dress Mr. Reid said: | 

“Outside the im te and inestimable 
effect on the family, the conservative power 
of educated women naturally will show its 
influence on social life. 


Can Help Check Degradation. 
“They surely will help to check its degrada- 
tion. They certainly will correct the preva- 
lent vicious conception of its real scope. 
From this degrading conception comes the 
constant craze for newspaper publicity and 
every other form of publicity. 

“If the conduct of the so-called inner cir- 
cles of society has sometimes seemed to 
justify this brazen uproar at their gates, so 
much greater the demand for the conserva-~- 
tive influence and the real refinement that 
come from the high training of superior 


Power of Educated Women. 

‘“* When higher ideals do return, the power- 
ful influence of educated women surely will 
array, as never before, the best of their sex 
in compact, resistiess phalanx against a social 
evil, alarming, degrading, or demoralizing, 
which steadily has become almost too com- 
mon to provoke surprise—the transformation 
of marriage from a sacrament of God into a 
thoughtless and headlong business or social 
arrangement to be dissolved almost at pleas- 
ure. Six hundred and fifty-tour thousand 
persons divorced in this country in the last 
twenty years! Such is the deplorable record 
on which Roman Catholic and Protestant 
clergy are already appealing for a union of all 
moral agencies to resist this downward rush 
of the multitude. 


‘Much Work to Be Done. 

“ Perhaps the influence may throw down 
the powerfully intrenched citadels—those 
of evils that come from the il! judged ex- 
cesses of the best of people. It may pos- 
sibly infuse moderation into our new and 
admirable devotion to athletics, and rescue us 
from those vagaries of sport run mad that 
have made the football teacher more impor- 
tant in our universities than the professor 


| of chemistry or of philosophy, and the record

Parks, who is business agent for the House- 
smiths and Bridgemen’s union,

Employers of labor promise the district 
attorney to produce proof of many cases of 
blackmail in the calling off of strikes. ‘ 

A charge of extortion was made against 
Parks in the court of special sessions by 
President Poulsen of the Hecla iron works 


of the American Bridge company. In their 
affidavits they charged Parks with collecting 
$2,000 to call off a strike at the Hecla iron 
works a little more than a yearago. Payment 
was made by check. 

Parks was taken to the Tombs police court, 
accompanied of labor lead-

When Parks was axcelaned before Magis- 
trate Mayo, District Attorney Jerome said 
the transaction on which he had been ar- 


rested was but one of many of similar char- 


rges 

“My information is,"’ said the district at- 
torney, ‘‘ that of $4,800 paid to him he re- 
ceived $800. I am informed also that for 
averting a threatened strike on the subway 
he received $5,000. He has been making 
heavy deposits in the Garfield National bank, 
where he has an account, though he is os- 
tensibly nothing more than a laboring man.” 

Former Magistrate Brann appeared as 
counsel for Parks, who appeared to be in 
+ bad health. Parks was held in $5,000 bail 
for examination tomorrow afternoon. To- 
night a bondsman was still sought. 

The check which came into District At- 
torney Jerome’s hands today was dated 
April 30, 1902, and was drawn on the Standard 
Trust company by William H. McCord, 
president of the American Bridge company, 
tu-the order of his son, R. A. McCord. The 
check was indorsed and made payable to 
the’ order of Samuel Parks. The signature 
cf Samuel Parks appears as the last in- 
dcrsement before the signature of the man 
‘who finally deposited it. The last signa- 
ture is not clear, but it is said to be that of 
an official connected with one of the big 
construction companies. 

President McConnell of the American 
Bridge company admitted that his firm might 
+ have cashed the check. 


Pays $2,000 to End Strike. 

According to..the district attorney Presi- 
dent Poulsen said there was a strike in the 
Hecla iron works in April, 1902, and that he 
had seen Parks several times and had tried 
to come to some agreement with him to settle 
the strike. There had been some misunder- 
standing and finaily Mr. Poulsen notified 
President McCord that he would be willing 
to give Parks $2,000 if he would call the 
strike off. The check was given to Parks, 
according to President Poulsen, and imme- 
diately the strike ended, | 

Mr. Jerome would not reveal the name of 
the man who had given him the check. 
Neither would he name the firm that cashed 
the check. 

Frank Buchanan, president of the Interna- 
tional Structural Iron Workers, and R. E. 
Neidig, president of the Housesmiths’ and 
Bridgemen’s union, were seen today. Presi- 
dent Buchanan said: — 

“Jf they want Sam Parks they will have 
to get something better than that,” referring 
to the check. Mr. Buchanan then turned to 
President Neidig and said: “ You know all 
about that, don’t you?’

|PILLAGE HOMES OF JEWS 


Rabbi Is Dressed as Clown and 
Committed—Hundreds Flee from 


Austria—Papal Declaration Sought 
to Prevent Further Massacres.

BERLIN, June®9, 3 a. m.—Stores and houses 


were pillaged and a rabbi mobbed during an 


anti-Semitic outbreak in the town of Bealy- 
stok, Russia, June 4. It is claimed the people 
were incited to violence by the police. 

The first information regarding the riot 
was brought here today by a Russian Jew 


named Grunefeld, who filed from the city 


while the mob was in control. 

The mob raided Jewish houses, threw the 
furniture into the stredts, and set it on fire, 
Altogether 150 residences and seventy shops 
were pillaged. There were many personal 


| outrages committed. 


Rabbi Mocked as Clowh. 

The mob seized Rabbi Kohn, tore his 
clothes off, and dressed him like a clown, 
“after which they le¢ him through the streets, 
the populace mocking, cursing, and spitting 
at him. 

Saul Landau, a prominent Jew, was 
compelled publicly to abjure his faith. in 
the market place, the mob surrounding him, 


eager to lynch him if he hesitated. 


There were no deaths or serious injuries, 
although this was not due to the authorities. 
Grunefeid declared under oath that the 
police incited the outbreak.

Mavor J Declare Union 
Company Is Anxious for 
a Postponement. 


By a vote of 53 to'12 the city council last 
evening instructed. the committee on local 
transportation to go on with its negotiations 
with the Chicago City railway company. It 
also approved of the manner in which those 
negotiations were being conducted. 

The matter came up on the introduction by 
Ald. Race of a set of resolutions condemning 
the “ secret meetings ’’ of the subcommittee 
of the main committee and also demanding 
that the committee break off all further ne- 
gotiations with the south side company until 
such time as the Union Traction company 
could take part in them. 

The resolutions were combated hotly by 
Ald. Mavor and Jackson, who stated openly 
that the Union Traction company’s only plan- 
now was to stop the negotiations with the 
City railway for the reason the latter might 
make too many concessions to the city. Ald. 
Foreman declared Ald. Race’s sole object was 
to get some notoriety and his view was in- 
dorsed by other members of the local trans- 
portation committee. Ald. Race’s solitary 
supporter on the floor was Ald. Cullerton, who 
worked a denunciation of Charles T. Yerkes 
into his speech. 

“Were I looking for a man who would in- 
troduce such an ill advised, half baked reso- 
lution I would have picked out Race,’’ said 
Ald. Foreman. ‘‘ He how- 
ever, all he set out to’ 


Traction Wants Delay. 


“The Union Traction company is doing its 
best to block the negotiations with the Chi- 
cago City road,’”’ declared Ald. Mavor. “It 
knows that if the City company waives its 
claims under the ninety-nine year act it will 
have to do the same."’

Speaking on the same matter, the mayor. 
yesterday said: 

“Why should the city intervene in the 
proceedings before Judge Grosscup June 
18? A decision on the ninety-nine year act 
secured in that manner would not be bind- 
ing. The city would heve nothing to gain.”’ 

As to the report given out during the week 
that Judge Grosscup would endeavor to set- 
tle the Union Traction company’s franchise 
troubles with the mayor in private confer- 
ence, Mr. Harrigon said: 

“There is no ‘truth in that report. ‘That. 
is a matter for the council to attend to. I 
suppose it will do its work, and I certainly 
will do mine.’’ 

The subcommittee on franchises had a 
short meeting with Col. E. R. Bliss and Presi- 
dent Hamilton of the Chicago City company 
during the afternoon. There was discussion 
on what assurances could be given the com- 
pany as to the disposition of its property 
after the twenty years of the franchise had 
expired, whether it would be bought by the 
city, by another comipany, or remain in its 
own hands pending another settlement, but 
nothing was agreed on. 


Attack by Wall Street Journal. 

Every alderman got marked copies of the 
Wall Street Journal of New York yesterday, 
The number of copies each received depend- 
ed entirely on the number of addresses he 
had in the city directory and the council list. 

The marked article in the paper was a 
severe attack on the financial credit of Chi- 
cago, with an intimation the city was going 
to the bad generally and fast losing its old 
place in the business and economic worid, 
winding up with the sentence: 

** We know the pulse of the eastern capital- 
ist. toward investments in Chicago as well 
as any one, and we have not hesitatedto say 
that disgust with Chicago has been evident 
among them all and that it wii take most 
attractive offerings to get investment hi gee 
from the east to Chicago again.”’ 

It is but one of a number of similar articles 
in the same paper, which is friendly to the 
Union Traction company’s interests, and the 
aldermen receiving the marked copies take 
it for granted it was that company which 
paid for. the papers and the postage to get 
them to Chicago. -

‘There are prospects of a ‘renewal of the 
strike that has made clean "Seen hard to get 
for weeks. At a meeting of the Laundry 
Workers’ union at 122 La Salle street last 
night it was voted to reconsider the agree- 
ment | made by the union in reference to 

‘open shops,” the vote standing 257 to 17). 

The agreement containing this clause was 
signed early last Saturday night, and termi- 


| nated the long laundry strike. 
The action taken last night was the fore- | 
| runner of a vote that will be taken at a spe- 


cial meeting to be held on Sunday at the 
Seventh Regiment armory, when the “ open 
shop ” -proposition will be submitted to a 
final vote, in which the Australian ballot wit 
be used. 

Much dissatisfaction was expressed at the 
meeting over the .“‘ open shop.’ agreement, 
which it! was said would ultimately result in 
the weeding out of all union employés. 


Demand Recognition of Union. © . 

“Our only salyation is to insist on the em- 

ployment of none but union help,’’ said one 
of the laundry workers. 

Members of the Laundry ‘Wagon Drivers’ 
union were admitted to the meeting. One 
of the drivers who spoke in favor of the 
‘“‘open shop’ was not allowed to continue, 
and his remarks came near being the signa! 
for the ejection of all drivers from the room, 
but wiser counsel prevailed. 

Fiery speeches were made for recognition 
of the union by the young women, who are 
its most enthusiastic adherents, and when 
conservative action was advised hisses ang 
protests were heard. 


President Fears Discrimination. 
- “ Nothing will satisfy a majority but a full 
recognition of the union—the agreement by 
proprietors to employ none but union help,” 
said President T. C. Wilson. “ This was the 
chief cause of the strike and may be the 
cause of a resumption of hostilities. The 
only excuse for an agreement to the ‘ open 
shop’ was a wish to terminate a struggle of 
which all parties and the general public were 
weary, but the charge is made that discrimi- 
nation will be used against members of the 
union, and a complete recognition of organ- 
ized labo bor is Gesired for protection to the 
workers.’ 
While the lessens: workers were in ses- 
sion the Laundrymen’s association met at 


the Briggs house. It was the general senti- 


“ment there that even if the workers should 
go out again it would not result in a general 
tieup of the laundries. 

“Tae drivers and engineers,” said a laun- 
dry owner, “ have signed an agreement with 
us which they cannot repudiate. They are 
members of strong international bodies 
which insist that agreements once made shall 
be maintained. The Laund Workers’ 
union will not gain the confi ce of the 
public by repudiating its agreement.” . 


NEED ACHARITY LAUNDRY HERE. 


‘Supt. Bicknell Says It Would Furnish 


Means of Self-Support to Many 
| Poor Women. 


Plans are on foot to found in Chicago a 
charity laundry similar in purpose to those 
operated in New York, Brooklyn, and St. 
Louis. The Chicago bureau of charities has 
decided to undertake the project if suffi- 
cient funds can be raised to cover the ex-. 
pense of installment and first year’s opera-. 
tion. 

Supt. Ernest P. Bicknell of the bureau is 
convinced that there is great need of a laun- 
ary in Chicd@mo which shall at the same time 
be a training school for laundresses and 
an opening for-hundreds of wemen, who, in 
time of family adversity, ask the charitable 


organizations for nothing more than an ot | 


portunity to earn an honest living. 


A short time ago Mr. Bicknell went to ta- | 
spect the New York institution. He found | 


that the charity laundry there is one of 
the principal avenues through which the 
New York charities society works for the 
good of poor and struggling families. Thou- 
sands of women are placed at work annually 
in these schools and paid living wages from 
the start. Often their families are on the 
verge of starvation when they apply for as- 
sistance, and the pay given them at first is 
often larger than the quality of their work 
justifies. But in a few weeks they make 
themselves worth more than their wages 
and are graduated as finished laundresses to 
get good paying positions in families. 

Mr. Bicknell is in favor of establishing a 
‘small laundry at first, merely as an experi-. 


‘ment. The bureau now lacks funds, how- 


ever, to handle the scheme, and.if it ma-. 
terializes at all, it will have to be through 
popular subscription.

VOTE 10 DISBAND 


es to Labor Unions Point 


of Dealing Through

STRIKE AT UNION LEAGUE 


Big Club’s Employes Called Out 
and Others May Be Af- 
fected Today. | 


The refusal of the waiters’ and cooks’ 
unions to deal with the Chicago Restaurant 
Keepers’ association and its committees has 
impelled that organization to disband tem- 
porarily. Its members will hereafter at- 
tempt to treat with the employés through 
committees from the various classes of res- 
taurants. Thus far the unions have not con- 
sented even to this, insisting that they will 
deal only with individuals, 

Last night the joint board of the unions 
held a ting at its headquarters, and it 
was decided to worry the restaurant men by 
calling seweral more kes today. The news 
that the: proprietors’ association had dis- 
banded temporarily led the committee to 
undertake forcing union recognition in every 


establishment in the-city. 

“There will be several important strikes 
tomorro ssibly a d6zen,’’ said one of the 
board mé bers. ‘‘ There is no immediate 
prospect bf a settlement of the controversy, 
and the situation is not improving.”’ 

The restaurant men did not decide to dis- 
band t association tillthey found that the 


waiters and cooks would not deal with the 
association under any circumstances and 
that they were prepared to spread their 
strike until it tied up every large downtown 
establishment. 


Cafes Between Two Fires. | 
The café owners found themselves be- 
tween two fires. The hotel men’s association, 
which has procured a truce from the union, 
would not aid them in their fight, and many 


of their own members signified an intention | 


of deserting. The only way out of the diffi- 
culty was the disbanding of the association, 
and this was formally done. 

At a meeting last night the restaurant 
men decided to wait until the hotel proprie- 
tors close their controversy with the strikers. 
When this has been done they will again go 
before the joint board of the union-and ask 
for the same method of procedure as was 
granted the hotel men. 

The refusal of peace terms by the union 
was due to the backing they received from 
the Chicago Federation of Labor on Sunday. 
The unanimity with which that body in- 
dorsed their strike and their attitude to their 
employers’ associations has encouraged them 
as nothing else could have done. 

It tmereased the belligerent attitude of 
many of the members of the joint board, 
and that body called out the cooks and 
waiters at the Union League ¢dlub when its 
house committee refused to hire only union 
help. Several restaurants were also closed, 
and more may be affected today. Employés 
of the Chicago and Hamilton clubs have 
been lined up for a walkout. 


Anxious to Avoid Lockout. | 


It developed during the day that the joint 
board is anxious to avoid a lockout. This 
has been threatened repeatedly by the res- 
taurant men, and each time it has had its 
effect. The board has decided to prevent 
such action by allowing some of the lead- 
ing firms special terms of settlement so that 
the others will not dare to close their doors 
and see their trade drift away. 

Acting on this theory it welcomed every 

restaurant man that climbed the three flights 
of stairs to its headquarters, and insisted 
that it would give him fair treatment if he 
would adjust his troubles, and repudiate the 
Restaurant Keepers’ association. This five 
members of that body consented to do. 
' The developments of the day roused the 
wrath of the proprietors who remained loyal 
to their central body, but all recognized that 
they could not longer hope to make the unton 
recognize it, and treat with it. 

We have allowed them to organize ther

Strike at Union League Club. 

It was 7°30 in the evening when a strike was 
called at the Union League club. After sev- 
erali hours’ conference with a committee 
representing the waiters, cooks, and miscel- 
laneo help, the >house committee of the 
chub refused to sign an agreement to employ 
none but union help, and five minutes later, 
in accordance with a prearranged plan, the 
committeé"of union men called representa- 
tives of various departments of the house 
employés into the directors’ room, and in 
the presence of the committee notified them 
that a strike had been called. Few men 
were in the dining room and little immediate 
inconvenience was caused. 

The house is thoroughly unionized, and 
‘cooks, waiters, chambermaids, and miscel- 
laneous help heard the order without com- 
ment. Waiters and cooks quietly left by the 
side entrance. The chambermaids and bell 
boys lingered, but it was announced they 
would all be out within a few hours.

Chicago, June 7.—[Editor of The Tribune. }]—I 
notice an open letter by one who signs himself 
as ‘“‘one of the patient,” calling a strike on 
tips. That is his privilege, and the probabilities 
are he is one of many hundreds that expect a 
waiter to stand to his back and give him individu- 

al service for an hour, and his probable- tip 
will be a paltry 10 cents. The waiter is not com- 
pelled by any management to give more than 
ordinary service, and neither is he compelled 
to garnish the dishes, making them pleasing to 
the bs and tempting to the palate. If much 
is spent serving the guest it is the wait- 
er’s lose; in the meantime he may have been 
able to procure a guest that would pay ard pay 
well. How would patient like to go to work 
at 7 a. m. and work maay times sixteen hours a 
day without any rest, excepting time for his meals. 
A first class waiter has learned his trade. He 


has spent years learning. There isn’t anything }+ 


that ‘he doesn’t know how to serve. He should 
receiye a salary equal to any skilled mechanic. 
The waiter’s linen is an item. If he is employed 
in a first class house and works seven days « 
week, it means seven shirts, seven collars, and 
seven pairs of cuffs. If aprons are worn thes 
means seven aprons, which, at old laundry prices, 
costs $1.19 a week, not counting other laundry. 
I have known where waiters have paid out one- 
fourth of their salary for leundry. If ** patient ’’ 
is a society man he knows the cost of a dress 
suit tha the club and hotel waiters are compelled 

to wear. With the small salary and the smali 
tjps the Chicago man is known to give, the wait- 
ers have had al! they could do to keep their fami-

LONG A PERIL TO PEACE. 


France Determined to Puta Stop 


to Attacks from Rebel- 
_lious Tribesmen. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 3; 
Algeria, June 8.—A French- 
Algerian military force crossed the Morrocan | 
frontier during the night and this morning 
began a bombardment of the fortified town 
of Zenega, in the oasis of Figuig. After 
five hours of artillery practice the walls 
of the town were demolished and most of the 
houses, including the mosque, destroyed. It 
is believed many natives were killed. The 
attacking force suffered no loss. 

The town was bombarded as an act of re- 
taliation for the attack on Gov. Gen. Jonnart 
and party on May 30, in which thirteen men 
in his escort were wounded. 

The French-Algerian force was command- 
ed by Gen. O'Connor. He had 4,000 men of 
the foreign legion and a strong force of artil- 
lery, armed with guns firing melinite shells. 
Gen. O’Conmor advanced on Zenega in three 
columns and posted his artillery on com- 
manding hills surrounding the rebels’ atrong- 
hold, 

Walls and Houses Destroyed. 

At 9:30 a. m., the French troops occupied 
Juive hill and another eminence, both 
strategic positions, by a #urprise movement. 
The ramparts of the town were then 1,200 
yards distant, and, like the houses, which 
were half a mile behind them, built of com- 
pressed earth. From there hills the artillery 
made excellent practice, the melinite shells 
making a big breach in the ramparts and de- 
stroying hundreds of houses, the inhabitants 
of which had fled at the first shots. 

Finally the fire was concemtrated on the 
mosque, which was much venerated, and the 
edifice was blown to pieces. This destruction 
of the mosque is expected to have a great 
moral effect. 

The Moors, concealed in the palm groves, 
replied with artillery, but without effect. At 
11 o’clock the French guns were withdrawn 
. to Djennan-el-Dar, where Gen. O’Connor was 
awaiting offers of submission when this dis- 
patch left.

When Marcella Reilly gave up hope of ar- |

authority. She said yesterday that it had 
been her hope that Providence would inter- 
cede and untangle the snarl] in the affairs of 
the Normal school. 

This declaration was made when Chairman 
Harris of the school management committee 
asked Miss Reilly if her “ ultimatum” did 
not carry with it a threat to take her 
troubles to the school authorities. 

The school management committee list- 
erred for hours to her testimony in the hope 
of finding a way through which the dove of 
peace could be let irfto the Normal school. 
Finally, after sitting in executive session 
for an hour, the committee postponed action 
for another week. In the intervening time 
every effort will be made to conciliate the 


-antagonistic forces at the teachers’ school. 


Hope for Permanent Peace. 

It is hoped that a permanent truce can be 
arranged which will permit Dr. Tompkins, 
Miss Reilly, Andrew J. Hogan, “ Smileless ”’ 
William Wesley Black, and his indignant ac- 
cusers to work in peace under one roof. Ifa 
compromise cannot be effected Miss Reilly, 
who has charged Dr. Tompkins with ‘ mis- 
representing -her in everything " with being 
insincere in his dealings with his teachers, 
and Angrew J. Hogan, who has character- 
ized Dr. Tompkins’ philosophy as “‘ bad, im- 
moral, and dangerous,”’ will be sacrificed for 
the sake of harmony.

France May Take Figuig.

}ega may be the beginning of a French pro- 

tectorate over the eastern part of Morocco. 
Figuig has been a danger spot in west Africa 
for years. It shelters the warlike tribesmen 
who refuse to recognize the authority of 
the sultan of Morocco and who make fre- 
quent incursions into Algeria. 


French government cannot delay drastic 
measures much longer, and it will not be 
surprising if an arrangement is made with 
England and Spain, the sultan of Morocco 
consenting, ky which the entire oasis of 


torate. 

In 1901 a protocol was signed by France and 
‘Moroceo delimiting the frontier between 
Morocco and Algeria and reaffirming the 
treaty of 1848, which gives French troops the 
right to cross the frontier to punish rebellious 
tribesmen and to protect trade. 

England and Spain are opposed to the en- 
croachment of Algeria on Morocco, and re- 
cent events have aroused the suspicions of 
both nations. The sultan of Morocco in 1902 
consented to the construction. of a railroad 
to Figuig. England and Spain promptly en- 
tered a protest and work has been stopped. 


Attack on Figuig Explained. 


was on May 30, when Governor General Jon- 
nart of Algeria was ambushed and attacked 
-by Moroccan tribesmen. With an escort the 
governor general left Djennan-ed-Dar at 7 
o'clock Saturday morning. Arriving near 
Zenaga pass he was met by the ameer of 
Figuig, who invited him to enter the Zenaga 
valley, a series of ravines, bogs, and difficult 
ground. The party advanced to within 200 
yards of Figuig and inspected the town, ail 
the walls of which were loopholed and 
manned. 

After observing the scene for some min- 
utes the party retraced its steps along the 
road toward the pass, but had proceeded 
scarcely 300 yards when a shot was fired from 
Figuig, and this was speedily followed by a 
fusillade which a company of French sharp- 
shooters, who were with the governor gen- 
eral’s party, returned as well as the difficult 
nature of the ground permitted. Gov. Jon- 
narty, Gen. O’Connor, Senator Gerente, 
Deputy Aynard, and others of the party 
reached the pass amid the hiss of bullets, but 
were uninjured. Reinforcements meantime 
was sent from Djennan-ed-Dar. All the 
wounde® belonged to the escort.

LONDON, June 8.—Replying to a question 
in the house of co ons today as to the 
outbreak of enteric fever on board the re- 
formatory ship Cornwall, which, it was 
stated, had been traced to infected army 
Dlankets -from the hospital camps in south 
Africa; Mr. Brodrick,. secretary of state for 
‘war, stated that owing to the rapid demobili- 
gation of troops an enormous stock of un- 
washed blankets had been placed in storage. 

These were more or less seriously damaged 
‘by fire, which was caused by spontaneous 
combustion. Orders thereupon were issued 
that those in the worst condition be burned 
and the remaining 80,000 be sold. 

There appeared to have been an error of 
judgment on the part of the officer responsi- 
ble for carrying out these orders in not dis- 
infecting the blankets which had been in 
contact with sick soldiers.

STRIKING ON A FALLING MARKET. 

Already a point has been reached in 
some industries where consumers Yo not 
buy goods so freely as they did a few 
months ago, and will net resume purchases 
where there is no urgent need until there 
is a fallin prices. The decline in consump- | 
tion is being followed by a decline in pro- 
duction. Industrial expansion has ceased | 
and industrial contraction is beginning. 
} Contraction in the field of labor is an ugly 
phrase for those who understand it, but 
“organized labor” does not seem fully to 
realize its meaning at this moment. . Every 
additional demand for higher wages which 
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‘ployer hastens the process of contraction. 
For the last few years the employers have 
‘been looking for men. They are ceasing 
to do so. The signs are that many of them 
soon will be laying off men. If demands 
for higher wages are made they will not 
| wait for a strike to be ordered, but will 
anticipate it by stopping production. 

There may soon be many men seeking 
for work. There may be lively competi- 
tion for places, and the employer will be 
able to choose whom he pleases on his own 
terms. Unions will be struggling then, not 
to raise wage scales but to prevent their 
being reduced, and will fight at a disad- 
Yyantage because so many men will be out 
of work. This will be specially true of 
unions which cover departments of labor 
where little skill is required and where the 
number of members is great and can be 
‘increased rapidly. It does not take a long 
apprenticeship to be a qualified mémber 
of some of the unions recently organized in 
Chicago. 

Thé highly skilled trades with their 
smaller membership fare better during a 
period of industrial contraction than those 
less skilled, but they do not escape un- 
scathed. ‘Wage scales may not be cut, 
but there is-less demand for labor, and the 
poorer workmen find no one willing to hire 
them. | 

There has been no glut in the Chicago 
labor market for some time. No idle men 
have been visible on the streets. One rea- 
son for this has been the special demand 
for certain classes of skilled labor in St. 
Louis in connection with the erection of 
buildings within and without the exposi- 
tion grounds. There has been a_ great 
hegira of that kind of labor from Chicago 
‘during the last few months, and it may 
continue for the present. A year hence 
the St. Louis demand will cease, many 
who went there from here will return, and

A Scheme to Fool the Weak Minded. 
{From the Chicago Daily News, June 8.] 

It is difficult to consider with patience the 
particular variety of foolishness which 
causes some aldermen at this late day to 
regard with favor an application for another 
general telephone franchise. The United 
Telegraph, Telephone and Blectric company, 
which now has rights in Hyde Park, has ap- 
plied for the privilege of stretching its wires 
all over the city. Its ordinance is before 
the committee on gas, oll, and electriclight. 

“The franchise of the Chicago Telephone 
company expires in 1909. There is no reason 
why it cannot be compelled to give fair rates 
to the people when it comes asking for a re- 
newal of its franchise. The rates promised 
by the Hyde Park compainy,/do not look par- 
ticularly attractive, since probably they 
would work out at figures not much below the 
present rates of the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany. It wantsa franchise for twenty years. 
In the light of all past experience it may be 
confidently predicted that a franchise grant- 
ed to the Hyde Park company wotld soon 
become the property of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, and would serve it well upon 
the expiration of its old franchise. Any ald- 
erman so ridiculous as to expect the citizens 
to benefit by an effort to blish competi- 
tion in an industry like the telephone busi- 
ness, which is a natural monopoly and will 
never be anything else, ought to take treat- 
ment for his painful folly. 

The way to get is 
to require the Chicago Telephone pany 
to furnish ite service at a reasonable price. 
If that company will not consent to be rea- 
sonable let the city go into the telephone 
business itself. To permit another company 
to pile up capitalization for the citizens to 
pay dividends on in addition to the present 
heavy tax made upon them by the Chicago 
Telephone company would be too preposter-

member of the general staff at Berlin, took 
part as such in the war with France in 1870, 
and for the last twenty years has been sta- 
tioned in various capacities in Alsace and 
Lorraine, his last appointment being that of 
governor of the fortress of Metz. He enjoys 


‘in a marked degree the confidence of Count 


Haeseler and was his principal Neutenant, 
and there is no doubt that itis to the fleld 
marshal’s recommendation that he is in- 
debted for his present promotion. — , 

The post which he now occupies is regard. 
ed as the most important one of the entire 
German army, since in the event of the in- 
evitable war with France it is to him that 
will be intrusted the first line of defense, as 
well as the responsibility of holding the 
enemy in check until sufficient time has 
elapsed to admit of the mobilization and of

Lieut. Leveson Gore was one of the three 
victims of the “‘ ragging,’’ whose complaint 
to their relatives brought about the scandal. 


Some six or eight weeks it was an- 


nounced that he had been required to submit 

to a court martial! or resign his command 

‘“‘as no longer a credit to his regiment ”’ for 

having been caught making bogus regi- 

mental returns. This was the official ex- | 
planation given at the time for his resigna- 

tion from the army. 


Now, after having definitely quitted the 
army under a cloud, he is sud ‘y reap- 
pointed to his regiment and sec.nded for 
active service in Africa, and, of course, mill- 
tary men and London clubland do not hesi- 
tate to attribute the consideration which he 
is receiving from the hands of the command- 
er in chief to the extraordinary social pull 
which he enjoys through his many influential 
relatives. 

Needless to add that he is an object of in- 
tense resentment among his fellow officers, 
who accuse him, as well as Lord Douro and 
the master of Belhaven—all three victims 
of the *‘ ragging "’ episode—of having brought 
discredit upon their regiment and upon the 
entire commissioned corps of the English 
army by their complaints. Indeed, the mar- 
quis of Douro, who is the eldest son and heir 
of the duke of Wellington, has found his po- 
sition so intolerable that he has now severed 
his connection with the army. 

Meanwhile Col. Kinloch, the commander 
of the Grenadier guards at the time when 
the ragging took place, remains on the re- 


tired list by erder of the commander In chief |- 


and with his entire military career ruined. 


j~ Lord Minto, whose termr of office as gov- 


ernor general of Canada has just been pro- 
longed for another year, is a man whose 
life has been more replete with excitement 
and adventure than most of his predeces- 
sors at Ottawa. Thus, during the Turko- 
Russian war of 1876 and 1877, he was at- 
tached throughout the campaign to the Otto- 
man forces, was present at the bombard- 
ment_of Nicopolis, besides taking part in 
many other engagements.

sequent Soudanese campaigns, and while in 
Canada as military secretary to the gov- 
ernor general in 1888 acted as chief of 
staff to the expedition for the suppression 
of the Riel insurrection. He is a fine soldier 
and a manly fellow, and as such the per- 
sonal popularity which he has won for him- 
self in Canada is great, and. the news that 
his term of office has been prolonged Is giv- 
ing, so I hear, general satisfaction. 

Archduke Joseph Ferdinand of Austria 
the second son of the grand duke and grand 
duchess of Tuscany, and who hag become 
the chief heir to his father’s great posses- 
sions since. the renunciation by his elder 
brother, Leopold, of his titles, prerogatives, 
and membership of the Hapsburg family in 
order to become a Swiss citizen under the 
name of Leopold Wolfling, is an accom- 
plished and brilliant man, who has all along 
been his father’s favorite, all the hopes and 
aspirations of the old grand duke being 
centered in this particular one of his many 
children. 

The. archduke, who has until now been 
major of the Fourth regiment of Tyrolese 
chasseurs, has just been promoted to the 
coloneley of the Twenty-seventh infantry 
regiment at Laibach. Some people havé | 
affected to see in this promotion a token of 
disapproval by the emperor of the prince’s 
alleged preference for the society of the 
bourgeoisie to that of the nobility. But this 
is ridiculous. For the young archduke is 
a particular favorite of the emperor, and 
just before his promotion spent a week at 
Vienna at the Hofburg as the monarch’s 
guest. Moreover the fact that instead of 
being merely transferred from one garrison 
to another he should have been promoted 
to the command of a regiment indicates in 
itself that he is not in the bad graces of 
Emperor Francis Joseph. 

It is perfectly true that some of the arch- 


@uke’s associates at Salzburg, where he has 


until now been stationed, have been officers 
and likewise civilians of bourgeois birth, but 
clever and brilliant men, in whose society he 
naturally founc more pleagure and profit 
than In the companionship of those who 
had nothing but their blue blood and their 
noble ancestry to recommend them to his 
notice. It is they, I need scarcely add, who 
started these stories against the archduke, 
to whom the emperor has expressed himself 
as deeply indebted for the tact and the judg- 
ment which he has shown in putting an end 
to the scandals provoked by the conduct of 
hie elder brother, the ex-Archduke Leopold, 
and of his sister, the ex-crown princess of 


Tuscany. 


Somehow Don Carlos’ family seems always 
to be involved in some unsavory scandal or 
another, and just now his son-in®*law, Prince 
Frederick Schonburg Waldenburg, is being 
sued by Adolph Freund, the son of a Jewish 
usurer, who, having the prince in his toils, 
had insisted on his taking his (the usurer’s 
son) into his household as private secretary 
at an extortionate salary, which he, of 
course, expected to get through the pririce 
from Don Carlos. Don Carlos has closed 
his purse on the prince, who is suing him 
for his wife’s dowry, while the secretary is 
now proceeding against the prince for un-’ 
paid stipend, and the most extraordinary 
amount of soiled family linen is being washed 
in public in connection with the affair.

RAILWAYS FIND DEFECTS IN 
MICHIGAN MILEAGE TICKET. 


Statistics Presented to Show That It Is 
Subject to Many Abuses at Cost of the 
_Roads—East Bound Shipments. 


The executive committee of the Western 
Passenger association held a meeting here 
yesterday and made a thorough investigation 
of what is known as the northern Michigan 


interchangeable mileage ticket, which some 


of the roads and many of the commercial 
travelers desire to have substituted for the 
mileage credit book now in use by the west- 
ern roads | 


The ticket which the Michigan roads have | 


using for several years is good on trains 
and allows of the collection of the rebate 
after the use of 1,000 miles of the transporta- 
tion. Statistics submitted yesterday demon- 


strated the weakness of this ticket for inter- | 


change purposes, it being shown that out of 
some 4,000 odd tickets used over 32 per cent 
showed breaks in continuous trips, indicating 
serious loss in revenue. | 

Think Credit System Best. . 

No system of interchangeable mileage, it 
is cl has yet been devised which so 
fully protects the railroad companies as that 
in use in the territory of the Western and 
Southwestern Passenger associations. Under 
this system the railroad company gets its 
money before the passenger enters the train, 
and there is no opportunity for irregularities. 
The passenger is not required to advance 
a large sum of money for a mileage book, but 
pays, as he goes, the rate for each trip, and 
receives a rebate check, giving him the bene- 


fit of a 2 cent per mile rate provided he trav- | 


els 2,000 miles within one year. 

The object of the present movement is said 
to be to prevent all others, except commer- 
cial travelers, representing large firms, from 
getting the 2 cent a mile rate. Any one not 
able to advance a sufficient amount of money 
to cover, practically, a year’s transportation, 
would be compelled to pay the full tariff 
rates.

Deny Discrimination in Rates. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
received the separate answer of the Santa 
Fé and Southern California railroads to the 
complaint of a California fruit shipper in 
the alleged discrimination in rates on dried 
fruits sent from southern California to Mis- 
souri river points and Chicago, as compared 
with the rates on lemons and green fruit. 

The roads deny the allegations of discrimi- 
nation and say the lower rates on the latter 
commodities were;:made to encourage the 
fruit trade and to énable the lemons of Cali- 
fornia to compete with the foreign products 
in eastern markets and to enable the apple 
growers to get rid of surplus stock.

NORTHERN SECURITIES UPHELD. 
J udge Young Defends Merger Company, 


Claiming It Acts for Only Part | 
of Stockholders, 

St. Paul, Minn., June 8—Judge George B. 
Young today continued his argument on be- 
half of the Northern Securities company in 
the suit of the state against that corpora- 
tion, which is being heard by Judge Lochran. 

He occupied the entire morning session, de- 
voting himself principally to an attempt to 
prove that the merger company was in reality 
a holding company for the stock of a few 
large holders of railway stocks, who wished 
to protect themselves from raids by un- 
scrupulous persons with designs on their 
roads, and who desired to consolidate their 
investments in convenient form. : 

It was really a private arrangement, con- 
tended the judge, and other holders of stock 
were not especially invited to come in with 
them unless they liked. It was in no sense a 
railway company, and was not incorporated 
in this state because it did no business here 
and never intended to. 

The arguments of the state were ridiculed 
by him as puerile and wholly immaterial. | 

The issuing of joint circulars governing 
rates to junctional points he justified by say- 
ing the original rate in force was a joint one, 
and any variation of it would naturally be a 
joint move. 

Mr. Mellen’s testimony in the federal suit 
was quoted to show that neither Hill nor the 
Northern Securities company had any voice 
in the management of the Northern Pacific 
system. Mr. Mellen personally had not even 
turned his Northern Pacific stock into the 
Northern Securities corporation. This testi- 
mony went to show that the managements of 
the two companies were more independent 
of each other since the organization of the 
Securities company than they had been be- 
fore.

GOAL PRICES GOING UP 


WITNESS BEFORE COMMERCECOM- 


MISSION TELLS OF AGREEMENT. 

Says Anthracite Is to Be Advanced 10 
Cents a Ton a Month Until $5.50 Is 
Reached—Declares the Companies 
Could Ask and Get More if They Felt 
Se Disposed—Selling Contracts In- 
troduced and Read—Right of Com- 
missioners Is Question. 


New York, June 8.—The interstate com- 
merce commission returned to New York to- 
day to continue the investigation into the 
complaint of W..R. Hearst that the coal 
earrying railroads have violated and are 
violating the anti-pooling section of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

Robert M. Olyphant, former president of 
the Delaware and Hudson, one of the re- 
spondent railroads, was the first witness. He 
corroborated the statements of the other coal 
men, who have testified that the price of coal 
to the public is to be raised 10 cents a month 
until the maximum increase of 50 cents a ton 
is reached. He was not prepared to say that 
the increased cost of production would net 
exceed 80 cents. “ We could get a higher 
price if we asked for it,” he added. 

Judge Campbell, the legal representative 
of the Reading system, declared his clients 
ready to concede that the price of coa! is 
about $5 a ton, and that the price will in- 
crease until $5.50 is reached. . 

Adelbert Moot of the Erie argued again 
that as the Delaware and Hudson handles no 
but from its own mines, neither the com- 
mission nor congress had any authority to 
investigate its prices. 

A question to Mr. Olyphant relating to the 
65-35 per cent contracts was objected to and 
sustained pending “: decision on the point 
from Judge Lacombe, 

Samuel T. Peters of Williams & Peters, 
sales agents for the coal interests of the 
Erie system, explained the variation in prices 
shown by saying that sometimes it was 
necessary or politic to make a special price 
to a special consumer. He declared that the 
demand for coal is so great today that the 


‘dealers could get $6 to $7 a ton for it if they 
demanded it. 


M. 8S. Kammerer of M. 8. Kammerer com- 
pany, dealers in coal and iron of the Luzerne 
district, the next witness, has an arrange- 
ment with the Jersey Central railroad for 
transportation.

Nordau: 
“YT trust you will continue to develop into 
a power to the honor of American Jewry 
and to the benefit of the Jewish people, 
whose position in the world is more appalling 
than it has been at any moment in the 
last century.

It shows 
also that Zionism is the only way to lead our 
miserable brethren in Russia and elsewhere 
out of their present hell. I would despair of 
Judaism, and of humanity as well, if the 
free and happy Jews of America were to turn 
a deaf ear to the blood curdling tale of 
Kisheneff.”
